G.S.R. 784(E).—Whereas ccrifain draft -rules 
further to amend the Prevention of Food Adultera¬ 
tion Rules, 1955 were upbhshed as required by sub 
section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of food 
Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 off 1954) in the hotift- 
cation of Government of India in the Ministry of 
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Health and Family Welfare (I>epartmcnt of Health) 
No. GSR 58 (E), eluted 224-92 in the Gazette of 
India, E-xtruordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section 
(i) dated the 22nd January 1992 in page 4-5 inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to 
be affected thereby before the expiry of sixty days 
from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of 
India from in which the said notification was publish¬ 
ed were made available to the public ; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the pubbe on 5th February, 1992; 

And whereas, the objections and suggestions re¬ 
ceived from the public on the draft rules have been 
considered by the Cenral Government, 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said 
Act, tho Central Government, after consultation 
with the Central Committee for Food Standards, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Ppevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Vth Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in tbe Official Gazette. 

3. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 in Appendix B after item A. 17.24, the follow- 
item shall be inserted, namely :— 

“A. 17,25—PARTIALLY HYDROGENATED & 
WINTERISED SOYABEAN OIL,—Partially Hydro¬ 
genated and winterised soyabean oil mearas deodou- 
rised product obtained by light (mild or “Brush ) hy¬ 
drogenation of degummed, deaeddified, decolourised 
and winterised soyabean oil. The oil shall be degura- 
med by water with or without a food ^ade additive 
dcacidnled by either neutralisation with alkali or steam 
distillation (physical icfining) or miscella refining using 
permitted food grade colvent, decolourised v,itti blea¬ 
ching earth andjor carbon, partially hydrogenated 
using nickel catalyst, winterised with or without 
the use of a food grade solvent, filtered in a suitable 
filter press and deodourised with steam. 

The product shall be clear, free from rancidity, 
suspended or other foreign matter, separated water, 
added colouring or flavouring substances castor oil, 
mineral oil, other vegetable and animal fats. Antioxi¬ 
dants TBHO upto 0.02 per cent and citric acid upto 
0.02 per cent may be added and shall be so stated 
on tho label.

Antioxidants TBHQ upto 0.02 per cent and 
citric acid upto 0.02 per cent may be added and shall 
be so stated on the label. It shall conform to the 
following standards :
